X17HEN OLD WORLD VISITORS TO 

W the United States return to their native lands 
they usually are asked by newspaper interviewers 
what they think alsout prohibition, and a large num¬ 
ber of them, particularly those who have spent the 
ihortest length of time in the country, declare it to 
be something of a joke and a complete failure. In the 
last few months, however, a number of discriminat¬ 
ing travelers have taken the trouble to give the sub¬ 
ject much more than a superficial survey and their 
opinions obviously are much nearer the mark. One 
of these investigators has given his impressions to a 
London journal. He approaches his subject at the 
outset with an appreciation of the fact that our neigh¬ 
bor has. embarked upon one of the greatest social 
experiments of all time, and syhile it is not "the 
glorious success which some fanatics declare," it has 
brought about a vast social improvement. Thou¬ 
sands of people across the border, he notes with em¬ 
phasis, who before the saloons were abolished never 
owned even a decent suit of clothes, now own their own 
houses, a motor car, and have money in the bank be¬ 
sides. 

This student of the situation, however, very pro¬ 
perly points out that it is altogether too early to de¬ 
termine whether prohibition in the republic hag been 
a success or not. The time to ask that question, in 
his opinion, will be about the end of the century. A 
conclusive answer may be given before then; but he 
apparently prefers to err on the conservative side. In 
any event, it is foolish for prejudiced persons to laugh 
at the operation of the Eighteenth Amendment be¬ 
cause popular rumor has it that liquor can be ob¬ 
tained anywhere as long as purchasers are prepared 
to pay the price and take the risk which the con¬ 
sumption of illegal supplies often entails Out of 
the 120,000,000 people in the United States it is 
fairly safe to say that only a comparatively small num¬ 
ber either know where to get the stuff or have any 
desire for it. It is the case of the one noisy man in 
the otherwise quiet street. To that extent, and it 
obviously is a greater extent than many imagine, the 
experiment has been successful.
